“Country girls as well as city girls,” 


says Mr. Holmes, in reporting to.-Sec- ' 


retary Wilson, “seem to regard house- 
hold labor for hire as undesirable. 
Joined with this fact is the other one 
that the women of the farmers’ family 
are neither able nor willing to repeat 
the manual labor performances of their 
grandmothers.” 

‘It is rare that one of the younger 
women knows how to knit. Through- 
out large areas,” he says, “the pride 
of the housewife in great stores of 
preserves, dried and pickled fruits, 
‘berries and vegetables, exists chie*ly 
in history and dependence is placed 
mostly upon the local store for the 
products of the cannery and the evap- 
orator.” , 

Within the period mentioned Mr. 
Holmes reports that wages paid to men 
laborers on the farm have risen as 
high as 79 per cent and that harvest 
hands now are paid upwards of $20 a 
month, with board. For the farm la- 
borer, who lives on the farm the year- 
round, Mr. Holmes declares the money 
paid does not represent the real valve 
of his remuneration, for the “cost of 
living” virtually is solved for him.

The _ rebels left 
more than one hundred dead on the 
battlefield and the remnants of Gen- 
eral Delao’s band sought refuge in 
the mountains, where pursuit is diffi- 
cult. -The federal loss is reported 
slight. 

The fighting about Cuernavaca, 
which is the capital of the state of 
Morelos, continued for four days. The 
number of dead and wounded left on 
the field indicates that the federal ar- 
tillery, which arrived Wetinesday at a 
critical moment in the fighting, 
wrought havoc in the rebel ranks. 

The column of infantry brought up 
by General Blanquet was composed of 
veteran warriors, who, with artillery, 
soon turned the tide in favor of the 
government and put the rebels in 
flight.

JUDGE WAS “FIXED” 
BY LABOR CHIEF 


Such Is Alleged Confession of 
Philip Cooley, Introduced 
at Dynamite Trial. 


Indianapolis, November %8,—Aiming 
to sustain its charge that blasting of 
construction jobs about the country 
Srew out of a “reign of Wolence” in 
a fight against employers of non- 
union labor, the government today in- 
troduced additional letters in the 
“dynamite trial.” 

An alleged confession by Philip 
Cooley. of New Orleans, a member of 
the executive board of the iron Work- 
ers’ union, that he hit and seriously 
injured a workman in New Orleans, 
and then “fixed it with the judge” so 
he would not be sentenced even though 
he pleaded guilty, was read by the 
government. Letters signed by 
Cooley ani addressed to McNamara, 
expressing concern over the outcome 
of the assault charges against Cooley, 
were read. 

Cooley wrote to McNamara Novem- 
ber 21, 1910, from New Orleans, ac- 
cording to a letter read in court: 

“I met a man named Miller, who had 
worked against the union here I 
knocked him down, and his head hit 
a post. I pleaded not guilty. It may 
turn out more serious. I have hired 
a couple of witnesses to testify that 
Miller struck me first.” 

December 8, Cooley wrote: 

“Miller was out of his mind. He 
had a silver plate put in his head. A 
friend of mine saw the judge and fixed 
it ‘up so I got only $25 fine. I had ai- 
most the whole city hall behind me.” 

In January, 1911, Cooley wrote from 
Houston, Texas, to McNamara: 

“I got the man to do the job all 
right. He wants to be assured the 
money will be paid him as soon as the 
job is done.”’ 

The government alleges Cooley plan- 
ned explosions in the south which 
were balked by McNamara’s arrest.

They 
get the cost of hauling the raw mate- 
ria] in the first place; then they get an 
incfeased tonnage when the farmer 
makes more cotton; they get still an- 
other profit from hauling the cotton 
goods which are made up, and they 
finally have more goods to haul be- 
cause the farmer is able to buy more.”

BACON HAS CHOICE 
OF SENATE WORK 


Chairmanship of For- 
eign Relations. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

‘Certainty of complete democratic 
control of the government after’ March 
4, 1913, is assured by the news from 
Colorado. The state legislature will 
be democratic, and that means two 
democratic senators will be chosen. 

In addition to the narrow margin by 
which the democrats become the 
majority party, there are twelve pro- 
gressive senators, such as La Follette, 
Poindexter, Clapp, Bristow and Gron- 
na, who may nearly always be count- 
ed upon to go with the democrats in 
favor of progressive legislation and 
tariff reduction in preference to align- 
ing themselves with the stalwart re- 
publicans, so the future is secure. 

The passing of control from the re- 
publican side means that the demo- 
crats will dominate all the senate com- 
mittees and have all the desirable 
chaifmanships. The former proud ma- 
jority members now will take the 
lowest seats at the table. 

Senator Bacon ..as Choice. 

Senator Bacon of Georgia, by virtue 
of his ability, position and seniority in 
the service, will be, probably, the 
most powerful member in the senate. 
He is the ranking minority member 
of the committees on foreign rela- 
tions, judiciary and rules. 

Because of his experience in the 
work natural aptitude, and from pref- 
erence, Senator Bacon will probably 
choose the ‘oreign relations chairman- 
ship now held by Shelby Cullom, of 
This committee discusses all 
treaties, and is charged with steering 
this country clear in its foreign pol- 
icies. ‘ 

Should Senator Bacon choose the 
judiciary chairmanship, Senator Stone 
of Missouri would be chairman of for- 
eign relations. If he takes the other, 
Senator Culberson of Texas would be 
chairman of the judiciary committee. 

Overman May Land Ptace. 

A het fight will be made for the 
chairmanship of the committee on 
rules, for it carries with it a good 
share of patronage. Senator Bailey is 
next to Senator Bacon on this commit- 
tee, but is to retire next March. Sen. 
ator Overman of North Carolina is the 
third memer, and will probably land 
the place. 

Senator Hoke Smith, although at 
present at the bottom of the minority 
list on the postoffice committee, being 
a new senator, in his first term, will 
become a member of the majority. 
This committee considers all matters 
affecting the postal service, including 
nominations and appropriations. Sen- 
ator Smith will also be given a place 
on the finance committee, in all prob- 
ability. This is the committee that 
handles tariff and money legislation, 
and Senator Smith, having shown an 
aptitude for that class of work, has 
been slated for a vacancy. 

Champ Clark for <peaker.

THE COTTON CROP 


Ginning Report. Shows 1912. Is 
1,121,007 Bales. Behind 
Last Year’s Crop. 


Washington, November 8. — The 
fourth cotton ginning report of the 
season, compiled from reports of cen- 
sus bureau correspondents and agezts 
throughout the cotton belt and issued 
at 10 a. m., today by Director E. Dana 
Durand, announced that 8,849,898 bales 
of cotton, counting round as half bales, 
of the growth of 1912 had been ginned 
pricr to November 1. To that date last 
year 9,970,905 bales, or 64.1 per cent of 
the entire crop, had beén ginned; in 
1908 to that date 8,191,557 bales, or 62.6 
per cent of the crop, had been ginned, 
and in 1906 to that date 6,906,395 balcs, 
or 53.2 per cent of the crop, had been 
ginned 

Included in the total ginnings were 
55,811 round bales, compared with 
68,213 bales last year, 81,183. bales in 
1910, 109,621 bales in 1909 and 149,866 
bales in 1908. 

The number of sea island cottun 
bales included was 28,635, compared 
with 56,563 bales last year, 55,237 bales

HIERARCHY IN. TURKEY 
APPEALS F OR HOLY WAR 


Constantinople, “November §.—The 
Shiek-Ul-Istam, head of the hierarchy 
in Turkey, today issued the following 
appeal for a holy war in a manifesto 
addressed to the Ulemas and Hodkas: 

“With a view to exciting and en- 
couraging the soldiers of the enemies 
who. surround us, the priests with 
cross in their hands are working in 
accord with the army. It is not fit- 
ting that our Ulemas should neglect 
the accomplishment of a similar duty. 

“In order that the victory and glory 
promised: by the Almighty. may be 
granted without delay to. the Ottoman 
army,.itvis.nécessary that the vener- 
able’ Ulemas organize a jihad. 
holy war has,’moreover, become an -ob- 
ligation if the ‘position of the Ottoman 
soldiers, who all are heroes, is to be 
strengthened. 

‘“Ulemas who feel that they possess 
the aptitude and strength to __partici- 
pate in’'this important task are invited 
to present themselves immediately ‘at 
the. Shiek-Ul-Islamat, which will send 
those selected to the army.” 

To Fight to Finish, 

There have. been rumors for a day 
or two. that the ministry was unstable, 
owing to its.request for mediation by 
the European powers,. but. the news- 
papers say this situation has given 
way before the demand of the army 
and of public opinion that the war be 
continued. -The common danger seems 
to have united all parties. This is 
shown by the perfervid outburst of the 
newspapers of all political shades urg- 
ing a fight to a finish. 

The explanation of this new-born 
unanimity may be found in the sug- 
gestion of one of the high gov ernment 
officials that even if.it is. found im- 
possible to hold the lines at Tchatalja, 
other defenses are possible before the 
enemy can reach this city.

It is} 
reported that Nazim Pasha, the Turk- 
ish commander-in-chief, has decided to 
send. to their homes several thousand 
of his men who have shown the white 
feather on the field of battle, but logic 
would suggest that they deserved more 
serious punishment, 

Reports of the excesses of the flee- 
ing Turkish troops in the town of 
Silivri, a port on the Sea of Marmora, 
southwest of the Tchatalja line, ap- 
parently are authentic. 

Many of the inhabitants are said to 
have been massacred and the town was 
completely burned. The population of 
Silivri was mostly Greek. 

Such stories as these do not tend to 
reassure the minds of the dwellers in 
Constantinople, where a_ sufficiently 
panicky feeling already prevails. Some 
of-.the sensational stories telegraphed 
abroad concerning the _ situation in 
Constantinople not only are exaggerat- 
ed, but michievous, as they are likely 
not only to react lo®ally, but cause 
anxiety among friends of the local 
colonies here. The presence of war- 
ships of the foreign powers which it 
is understood soon will number twelve, 
is the surest guarantee for the safety 
of the property and lives of Europeans, 
but the Turkish government also de- 
sires credit for the strong measures it 
has taken for keeping order within 
the capital. 

The lack of news from the theater 
of operations confirms the view already 
telegrapheg that the Bulgarians, as 
well as the Turks, are much exhaustea 
from the fieree battles at Luleburgas 
and: Tchorlu. 

Pitiful scenes continued to be wit- 
nessed daily with the arrival of train- 
loads of wounded from the front. It 
is significant that most of these men 
are slightly injured. which would indi- 
cate that the badly wounded would 
have small chance of being picked up. 
Almost without exception the wounded 
are on the verge of.collapse from ex- 
haustion. 

Many have. been without .attention 
for days, and a majority of them with- 
out food or water for twenty-four 
hours. 

The hospitals already are overcrowd- 
ed, and symptoms resembling cholera 
have appeared. Those suspected of 
having the disease are isolated in a]. 
special shed. If the dread scourge 
should come to Constantinople, where 
already there is so much distress and 
suffering among the wounded and refu- 
gees, the consequences are too horrible 
to contemplate.
